Enlarged Gymnasium. 
The gymnasium has been moved 
to a more commodious place and inale 
and female instructors have been 
provided. 
It is Prof. Rice’s inten­ 
tion to equip the gym with the lat­ 
est apparatus and to bring this de­ 
partment, as well as the entire cur­ 
riculum, up to the highest possible 
standard. 
As it now is, the course 
is much better than is obtainable in 
many of the larger schools. 
Prof. Rice makes the prediction 
that nex t year there will be over 
five hundred students 
enrolled at 
the college and he honestly ex pects 
the school to reach the zenith of its 
life within a few years. 
Growth Is Apparent. 
It is very apparent to any one who 
has watched the school that it has 
been given a new life, and there are 
those who anticipate great 
things 
from the school. 
The present man­ 
agement is entitled to great credit 
for its ex cellent work in getting the 
school started so favorably after so 
long a period of lethargy and inac­ 
tivity. 
A prosperous life for the school 
means increased business and fame 
i for Dix on and Dix on citizens 
will 
rejoice with the faculty and board 
of the coliege that a new life 
is 
ahead.
